Charges have been ra- 
ther widely and freely made within the 
last two weeks that large rums of money 
are being subscribed by big financial in- 
terests to control the Republican conven- 
tion in the interest of Gen. \Vood, but 
that docs not of course establish the al- 
legation. Gen. Wood's personal and poli- 
tical integrity is to be taken for granted, 
along with his high military standing. It 
is nol to be assumed that he would wil- 
lingly and knowingly lend himself lo an 
attempt to purchase his nomination. 


On the other hand there has been a 


growing public belief, strengthened by 
some of the developments of the cam- 
paign, that Wood is lo be regarded as 
the organization candidate, and that ils 
influence, directly or indirectly, is being 
exerted in his behalf. The inference 
placed upon this" report is that the real 
force behind him is the so-called old 
guard, meaning the reactionary element 
of the Republican party. We do not know 
whether Wood is chargeable wilh any. 
such alliance or not, but it is evident 
that the progressive faction is looking 
upon his candidacy wilh suspicion if nol 
hostility. 
Senator Borah's assault may 


reflect this situation.

We have no doubt there arc weal- 
thy men and wealthy corporations in this 
country that would place practically no 
limitation upon their campaign contri- 
butions if use of Ihe money legally could 
be assured.

The primary liability 1'or 
payment of compensation under the
